Of every 1,000 born in some 
countries, perhaps 90 have a 
chance of attaining ten years of 
age.

Most of this population increase 
is in the countries least able to 
feed and care for it. It is an ironic 
paradox that the nations with the 
highest standards of living have 
fewer children so as to protect their 
comforts. This does not change 
things. These new ones will grow 
up to feel, as millions already feel, 
that they are residents of earth 
and have an interest if its bread, 
its oil, its fibers, and in the prod- 
ucts of industry. 

India, for example, has one of 
the most critical population prob- 
lems. Those who want babies love 
them, and want to bring them up 
with what is covered in the 
phrase, ‘‘a chance in life.”’ In far 
- edrners of the world, where there 
is much want, I have seen the 
eyes of hungry children and of 
their parents, and I am not using 
a mere figure of speech when I 
say I cannot forget them. 

India is at work on the first of 
her big dams. It will be ready in 
1953. It will in time mean more 
water, more power, and the be- 
ginnings of a better life for the 
population. But, it is a race with 
birth . . ..an unending one. Other 
fations are similarly employed. 

But, the wise know that the ex- 
plosive quality of population pres- 
sure can be as great as that of 
the atomic bomb—or greater. And 
the effect of it can be more last- 
ing.

Harking back to the agricultural 
debacle of 1932, he declared: “I 
don’t subscribe to the theory that 
we can depend on a decreasing 
level of price support to bring 
about reduced production of crops 
of which we have a surplus. 

“In 1932,” he recalled, ‘‘after 
farm prices had been on the to- 
boggan for three years, farmers 
harvested the biggest acreage in 
our agricultural history. They har- 
vested that year 371 million acres 
—27 million more than last year.

LONDON, June 9—Parliament 
resumes its session tomorrow after 
its Whitsun holiday with bipartisan 
foreign policy facing a further 
challenge’ from the left and'the gov- 
ernment confronted with growing 
opposition criticism of American

The Labor Party’s statement or 
policy has been agreed upon and 
now is in the hands of the printer.

community. 

Labor party spokesmen attempt- 
ed to justify this seeming reversal 
of policies pursued by Clement 
Attlee and Herbert Morrison while 
they were in office on the ground 
that the conditions Attlee laid 
down—that German rearmanent 
must be preceded by rearmament 
of the western powers and consent 
of the German people—had not 
been met. 

Nevertheless as the Daily Tele- 
graph remarked this morning, the 
effect of adoption by the party as 
a whole of the executive commit- 
tee statement would be ‘“‘to sub- 
ordinate the nominal leaders of the

Berlin Radio Block 
Cut as Reds Soften

BERLIN, June*9—The British today ordered an end to 
their blockade of the Rundfunkhaus, radio building in West 
Berlin. Several score Soviet soldiers and East Germans had 
been surrounded by British troops and barbed wire since 


last Tuesday. 

This decision was announced 
after Soviet soldiers today allowed 
British troops to erect British sec- 
tor signposts along the disputed 
corridor to Eiskeller. A few days 
ago, the British said, one of their 
officers who tried to pass through 
the corridor was detained for an 
hour and then sent back into 
Berlin. 

Eiskeller is one of several en- 
claves or ‘“‘islands’’ of Berlin ter- 
ritory beyond the city limits. Dis- 
putes that arose concerning these 
enclaves appeared generally to 
have been resolved.

Is Still Possible 


Breakdown of the steel negotiations 
is to be deplored, but settlement yet 
is indicated. From all indications Phil 
Murray has managed to maneuver steel 
into @ position in which he holds defi- 
nite advantages. 

The real issue is the union shop. We 
have never seen it as right and proper. 
It requires the company to collect the 
union dues, thus relieving the union of 
worrying with uninterested members. It 
also forces a man to pay dues whether 
he wants to or not, and in a very real 
sense is interference by the company so 
agreeing in a man’s personal affairs. We 
don't think that properly fits into con- 
tracts. But it exists.

Churchill Government 


There always are things about which 
one may wring one’s hands and gnash 
the teeth and make moaning sounds. 
The trick is, apparently, to try and roll 
with the punches, an asset necessary 
to a prizefighter who does not wish to 
have his head knocked off, to employ 
one of the ring’s aesthetic judgments. 


For example, the British Parliament 
meets today and Aneurin Bevan, no 
Communist but a Marxian Socialist, 
will resume his belligerent throwing 
of punches at the Conservative govern- 
ment headed by Winston Churchill. 
That government has. been losing 
strength. The margin of victory in the 
election was small and the Tories have 
been forced to tread softly in replacing 
Socialist doctrine with the more con- 
servative policies. 

At the same time the government ran 
into: a further tightening of the eco- 
nomic situation. The result was that 
those who had voted against the Social- 
ists and thrown them out of office did 
not receive the “‘change” thev had hoped 
for. Things really seemed not to go 
along about the same as before, but to 
become even worse. 


Now there is worry for the United 
States and the West in general. Mr. 
Bevan is gaining more strength.” He 
does not agree with the rearmament 
policy. If he should attain control he 
would without doubt withdraw, or 
insist on a great watering downi of Brit- 
ish participation.

Mr. Bevan’s argument is demagogic, 
and as is the case in all demagogic 
utterances, has an appealing logic. He 
would spend the money on more food 
and let armament go, since he does not 
believe Russia will go to war. It is 
what a lot of people believe, and what 
even more devoutly wish to believe. 
Mr. Bevan is steadily gaining strength 
from Labor’s rank and file and there is 
little doubt but what the current ses- 
sion of Parliament will see the govern- 
ment severely tested.

Segregation Case 
Will Test the South 


The South, of course, will greet the 
news the Supreme Court.of the land 
will rule on segregation in the public 
schools with mixed emotions, most of 
them furiously resistant. 

The court will hear the appeal which 
says that segregation “is a stigmatizing 
badge of inferiority,” which has a bad 
effect on their children. 

It will be October before the court 
hears arguments, and well after the 


f 
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first of the year before there is a ruling. 
Hence, there is time for examination. 

Several Southern states have legisla- 
tion which will enable them to with- 
draw state appropriations from state- 
supported schools, and thus paralyze 
their operation, should the court rule 
out segregation. 

The Supreme Court has already 
ruled that separate but equal facilities 
are legal, but the fact remains they are 
equal hardly anywhere. It is believed, 
although predictions are dangerous, that 
the court will leave the public schools 
to the states. 

There is no prestige at stake in the 
lower grades. High schools may. es- 
cape. But the court has already opened 
many state universities to Negroes be- 
cause there is not, and can’t be, within 
our time, separate but equal universi- 
ties. It is a somewhat surprising fact 
that there are but five of the 48 states 
which do not have some Negroes in 
their state universities. 


All of this is but a product of our 
time, and the generations to come will 
look upon it as a part of our social de- 
velopment as a nation. Whatever hap- 
pens, we must work it out within the 
framework and meaning of our country.

When Given the Facts, 
The People Will Act 


The Georgia Department of Revenue 
reports that its collections during the 
first 11 months of the 1952 fiscal year 
were $73,779,000 more than in the 
same period in 1951. The reason is that 
the sales tax is bringing in the revenue 
needed for adgquate functions of state 
government for the first tlme in history. 


The following statement by William — 


M. Lester, deputy commissioner of reve- 
nue, is significant: 

“According to reports from various 
sections of the state,” he says, “the sales 
tax was not an issue in any of the legis- 
lative races in the recent primary. We 
have accordingly made history in our 
state, as the sales tax has been an issue 
in most of the states imposing the tax 
following enactment of the law.” 

It is interesting also that Mr. Lester 
realizes this did not just happen, as he 
points out: 

“The newspapers and radio stations 
of the state with the chambers of com- 
merce and other organizations are due 
credit for the almost unanimous accept- 
ance of the tax by the people. Through 
liberal space given by the newspapers, 
time on the radio station and forum 
programs arranged by the chambers of 
commerce and other. organizations, 
everyone became acquainted with the 
advantages of the tax and the program 
of service which it provided. Through 
this assistance our state now faces a 
new future of unlimited opportunities.” 


Acceptance of the sales tax does not 
mean it is popular. It has been toler- 
ated because the people were given 
enough information to realize it was the 
only hope of financing the state services 
they wanted. Newspapers co-operated 
because they realized the same thing. 
Through it all, men of divers interests 
co-operated for the good of the state. 

This was an excellent example of 
democracy in action. It demonstrated 
the service which a free press renders 
in a democratic society. Newspapers 
must never lose the right to point out 
the good nor to criticize the bad. Ef- 
forts to hamstring the press in criticism 
of public officials and governmental 
activities are a thrd&t to the liberties of 
each and every citizen.

Rhee Can Defeat 
U.S. Objectives 


WASHINGTON—From~ reports coming 
from South Korea, it appears that the United 
States and the United Nations not only 
have the problem of fighting the Commu- 
nists in Korea and of handling the Commu- 
nist prisoners at Koje Island—but also of 
being attacked and defied by South Korean 
President Syngman * Rhee. 


It is reported that President Rhee has 
resorted to dictatorial tactics and defied not 
only the National Assem- 
sm bly of South Korea but 

Be” also the United Nations 
= and the United States 
* authorities in South Ko- 
rea. President Rhee de- 
clared martial law on May 
24 and four days later the 
South Korean National 
: Assembly voted, 96-3, to 
lift it. But President 

Rhee defied the legisla- 

tive action of the Na- 


tional Assembly. 

At this point the United Nations Com- 
mission for the Unification and Rehabili- 
tation of Korea requested that martial law 
be lifted. It is reported that President Rhee 
replied that this was none of the UN’s 
business and accused-two United States 
agencies, which had concurred with the UN 
commission’s views, of interfering with the 
internal affairs of South Korea. ¥ 

It is further reported that, as if this 
wasn’t enough defiance from a man who had 
received such tremendous aid from. the 
United States and the United Nations, Presi- 
dent Rhee threatened to oust all UN agen- 


‘ies from South Korea. 


Already millions of Americans are ask- 
ing, “‘Why are we in Korea?” and ‘‘Why 
do we stay in Korea?’ These are hard 
questions to answer in the face of Presi- 
dent Rhee’s present attitude. 

The blunt fact is that President Rhee is 
considered in the Far East to be the pro- 
tege of the United States. He holds the 
position of president of South Korea only 
with the backing of the United States. Is 
he now biting the hand that has been feeding 
him? Can he say to us that this matter is 
none of our business when the United States 
has suffered more than 100,000 casualties 
in defending his South Korea and in making 
it possible for him to continue as president 


.of South Korea? 


How can our forces fight the Communists 
at the battlefront when civil chaos and ter- 
ror exist back of the lines? 

How long must we be soft in our han- 
dling of the situation in Korea, whether it 
be in the farcical antics of the Communists 
in the truce negotiations, whether it be the 
reported coddling and appeasing of Commu- 
nists war prisoners at Koje, or whether it 
be the defiance of President Rhee? 

President Rhee is in no position to dic- 
tate-terms to the United States. If the 
United States and the United Nations are 
to tolerate defiance that hampers their ef- 
forts in the defense of Korea, then how can 
the people of this country and the people of 
other countires have complete faith in the 
purpose of the United States and the United 
Nations in the costly effort in Korea? 

If the reports are true that President 
Rhee is guilty of dictatorial: acts and com- 
plete disregard of democratic principles of 
a free republic, and if the United States 
tolerates this much longer, then who can 
answer the question of what are we fight- 
ing for in Korea?

GOP Sentiment 
Equally Divided 


WASHINGTON—-Now that the last of the 
state primaries is over, it is possible to make 
a clearer appraisal of the popularity standing 
with the voters of the two leading rivals for 
the Republican presidential nomination— 
Sen. Robert A. Taft and General of the 
Army Dwight Eisenhower. South Dakota 
was the final testing ground. 

While the results there were a bit incon- 
elusive, they do seem to follow the collective 
pattern of the various primary battles where 

aegis the two leading GOP con- 
tenders have been pitted 
against each other. Taft 
won by such a narrow 
margin in South Dakota 
that about the only thing 
that can be said of it is 
it gave him a moral vic- 
tory,: plus the 14 dele- 
gates involved. 

The one obvious con- 
clusion to be drawn from 
the total primary results 
is that sentiment in the party is pretty 
closely divided between the two front run- 
ners. That seems to be borne out further 
in the fact that as they go down the home 
stretch only a few weeks before the national 
convention at Chicago, they b6th appear to 
be in a neck-and-neck finish. 

Certainly the primaries have shown no 
overwhelming sentiment for either of the 
two principals. If anything, Taft has come 
out on top. He took a few beatings from the 
general in New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and Pennsyivania, but these 
were offset by other victories he won in 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Illinois, West Virginia, 
Ohio and, more recently, South Dakota. In 
some of the states lost to Eisenhower, 
notably Pennsylvania, Oregon and New Jer- 
sey, his name was not entered in the pri- 
mary or he asked that no campaign be made 
in his behalf. 

It is perhaps significant to point out that 
of the total vote cast in all the primaries 
Taft received more than 2,680,000 votes as 
against some 2,070,000 for Eisenhower. Those 
figures tend to dispute the claims of the 
Eisenhower managers, supported in large 
measure by the public sentiment polls, that 
the general was the overwhelming favorite 
of the rank and file of Republican voters for 
the party nomination. 

With practically all of the delegates now 
selected, it is apparent that the outcome of 
the contest between them will hinge on 
which of them is able to win over the sup- 
port of the sizable block of votes now put 
down as undecided. The Associated Press 
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‘tabulation lists some 200 delegates in this 


category. What these delegates do will be 
the decisive factor. It is in their power 
to swing the nomination to either Taft or 
Eisenhower—or force a compromise on some 
other man,

Aucgusta—I was greatly shocked by an 
article under your Pulse of the Public head- 
ing on June 5. After reading it I am con- 
vinced that its author, Armand May, is un- 
usually shortsighted and confines his facts 
on politics to half truths. To quote Ben 
Franklin, ‘‘the difference between the truth 
and half truth is comparable to the differ- 
ence between a flash of lightning and a 
firefly.” 

3efore blaming anyone for misjudgments 
on policy before World War II, let’s take into 
consideration that they may be classed as 
misjudgments only in comparison with our 
way of thinking today. Anyone can ‘‘second 
guess.”’ 

Before Pearl Harbor this country as a 
whole was still thinking along jsolationist 
lines. 

It is true that Taft fought the Truman 
plans for sending billions of the taxpayers’ 
dollars on foreign military missions, but he 
did not fight to completely defeat these 
plans but merely to moderate them, which 
was done. 

Mr. May has also twisted meanings and 
added half truths by stating, in so many 
words, that Taft opposed a European army. 
At the time that issue was before Con- 
gress and the people it was known that no 
less than 60 per cent of Russia’s financial 
effort was devoted to building up a Euro- 
pean army, estimated then at about 75 
small divisions. We were talking about’ sup- 
plying 10-15 divisions and the rest of the 
free nations supplying the other pitiful few, 
at our expense. What Taft was trying to 
point out was that the other nations, hard 
pressed as they were, must take on the bur- 
den of supplying most of the ground forces 
while we concentrated our efforts on air 
superiority. 

Our Far Eastern policy has been messed 
up ever since the Truman administration 
wrote off China and the Far East with Sec- 
retary Acheson’s ‘‘White Paper.” If that 
wasn’t isolationism, what is? It was Tru- 
man who changed his mind about the Far 
East, not Taft, by committing troops there 
in 1950, and rightly so, but, what a way to 
fight a war and it is certainly a war, not 
a police action. 

One shudders t6 think what would have 
happened to this country if it were not for 
Robert A. Taft, the hard-hitting opposition 
leader who has been fighting against a cor- 
rupt and poorly run administration,,

One Can Starve 
For Affection 


Iwas interested recently in reading of @ 
movie which was shown at a New York City 
meeting of health educators. Its purpose 
was to show that babies need love as much 
as they need food and it traced the mental 
wasting of 91 well-fed babies in a South 
American orphanage. 

The orphanage provided adequate food, 
clothing and all the material needs. How- 
ever, the home had only a few nurses and 
they did not have time to 
give the babies love and 
attention. The result was 
that 27 died in their first 
year, seven in the second, 
while another 27 devel- 
oped into feeble-minded 
adults. 


Dr. J. A. Hadfield of 
London University has re- 
cently published a book 
Supporting the theory that 
emotional disturbances in 
later life are mainly due to a lack of proper 
love and understanding in childhood. Of 
course, there are many causes of emotional 
upsets but certainly lack of love is a major 
cause. 

- Let me give an actual example. A lady 
about 35 years old came to me as an alco 
holic. I certainly am no expert on alco- 
holism but I have done the best I could to 
help some. In every instance where I have 
seen progress made, it came by finding a 
cause for the emotional unbalance that re- 
sulted in alcoholism. 

This lady talked to me about how wrong 
everything is. .She did not like Atlanta. The 
people -here are snooty, she claimed, and 
she planned to move. The company she 
works for is heartless and cruel, she said. 
Her boss is mean to her and goes out of 
his way to make her work unpleasant. 

She refused to go to church because 
church people are all self-righteous and are \ 
unfriemdly. She divorced her husband be- 
cause he put his own people before her. He 
was kind and good to his mother and neg- 
lected her, she told me. 

She finally told me that her own family 
had always treated her mean. She never 
wanted to see her mother or father again. 
I discovered that when she was born her 
parents had set their hearts on having 4 
son. When a girl came, they were dis- 
appointed. 

Ten years later another baby came into 
that home and it was a boy. He was named 
for his father. He was adored and every 
attention was given him. The little girl was 
somewhat pushed aside. The mother would 
read to them, holding the little boy in her 
lap while the girl would sit in a chair by 
herself. 

By the time shé was 18 or 20, she was 
starved. Doctors tell us that if we do not 
eat properly, our stomachs will shrink to 
the point that we become incapable of eat- 
ing a full meal. So with our affection. One 
can reach the point where the capacity to 
either love or be loved is wasted away. 

In tomorrow's column I will discuss this 
further.
